It Is Now Being Fought in 
Chill.

New Tone, Aug. 95.— Tli« MMhmg 
particnlan of a bloody battle has been 
received by The Herald from Valparaiso, 
Chili. 

President Balmacf da and the Jnnta de 
Gubiemo are clinched in tiie final dee- 
I)erate stniKSle for the TiiaKtery of the 
republic i>f ( 'hili. 

The battle giound is in fnll view of 
the city of Valparaiso, and thmiRanda of 
aniiouB eyen are watohinj^ from every 
]xiint of v»ntit^e the battle which iS tO 
decide the fate of the country. 

The battle has been rasing practi' illy 
for three Says. The first enf;aj;» iiient 
was at the mouth of the AcoucaK'ia on 
Friday and resulte<l in a reverse to the 
goveriiuient. The final test of stri^ngth 
is now iM'ing made at Vina del >lar 
Beacli, directly across V;tlpa;aiM> bay 
and less than five miles away. Wlieu 
the news readu d licve that an army of 
6.000 rebels had landed at C^nintero bay, 
Thnrsday. Balmacedu and his j^enerals 
were taken by surprise, >)nt the utmost 
activity was used in t,'ettiiig tr(Ki[(s to 
the front so as to. if p^)s^ible, jirevent the 
invading annv from crossing the Acon- 
ciigna river, iiuiuediately south of the 
bay. The arrangements were made hur- 
riedly, and only a little over half the 
troops were available for this pnrpf)s<'. 

Six of tiie insurgent warships were 
anchored in ( Osnon bay, at the mouth of 
the river, and under the cover of their 
gtins the army of the junttv undertook 
the task of forcing a passage of the river 
Friday morning. 

A most desoerate and blcody battle 
resulted, lasting nearly .-ill day. A gall- 
ing fire frimi the insurLTent army, which 
was parked mi tiie northern bank nl the 
river, aided )>y the heavy liatteries and 
machine guns from the shiiis. was too 
much for tlie government troops, and 
they were forced to nUn, whlch th«y 
did in goo<l order. 

Both sides fought with the utmost 
valor, and while less than 'JO, 000 troops 
were engagwl, the list of casualties are 
nearly 3,000 in killed ami woundwi. 

AH day long Sattirday the instirgent 
forces nusheil their way steadily for- 
ward, urivicg the comparatively small 
goveniment forces before them. It was 
a constant skirmish for fifteen miles, 
ovei bii.keu I ..untry. At every point of 
vantage the BiUmacedists made a stand, 
and wliile they were couBtantly forced 
to give wav b^'fore superior numbers, 
they retarded the advance and gave the 
army at Vina del Mar a chance to better 
prepare itself for the decisive tight. 

It was jiot tiiitil late in the evening 
that the attacking uriny arrived in fnmt 
of Balmaceda's main line of defense. It 
was then too late to give battle. In the 
meantime President Balmaceda, with 
every available man in this department, 
witli him.self in command, went tn tlie 
front. He had over 10,(K>0 available 
fighting iii' ii, while the insurgent forces 
had been r<-duced to less than 7.0(KI. 

At the back of the government line is 
Fort Callao, the heavy guns of which 
have done gooil work in Sunday's bjittle, 
both in rallying tht> enemy h\ land and 
preventing the insurgent fleet, which 
had entered the bay Saturday night, 
from doing anything more effective tiian 
long-rauge tiring. The congressioiialists 
attacked in force .Sunday morning, and 
all day long the battle has raged with 
the utmost fierceness. 

The warships did all they corld to aid 
their land forces, but they had regard 
for the heavy guns iit the forts, and were 
compelled to do their fighting at long 
range, t^onsecjuently they were not 
nearlj' so eflectn e in aiding the land at- 
tack as they ha<l been at the passage of 
the Aconcagua on Friday. 

The utmost excitement iirevails in 
this city. The roar of heavy artillery 
and the sharp rattle of small arms re- 
sound through the streets, atid are 
echtH'd back from the high hills sur- 
rounding the city. 

There is a constant stream of wounded 
being brought into the city from tlie 
front, and temporary hospitals are heiiiL' 
fitted up wherever possible. Nearly all 
the women who had not left the city 
have volunteered their services as 
nurses, and they and the full medical 
force of the c'ity have their hands full. 

Admiral Brown, commanding tlui 
Americ'HU fleet here, and the c-<im- 
mandmg officers of the other foreign 
naval forces, iiave combined to protei t 
the lives aud property uf foreign citizens. 

The 1.11 teat from Valparalao. 

LiM.\, Aug. 25.— The latest telegraph 
advices from Valparaiso state that Bal- 
mac.Mla's army at Vina del Mar hasre- 
jiulsed an insurgent atthck. The tele- 
gram adds iii.it Balmaceda ha.s ordered 
all t lie a vaiL'il)le ft)rce8 in the i)rovince 
of N'aliiaraiso to concentrate at the cani- 
tul, and l'i,wo troops stationed at Co- 
qnimbo to proc eed against Iqiiiqne.

Hambubo. Aug. 2S.— The Hambarger 
Correspondent ha« an alleged dispatch 
from Santiago, Chilli, saying that, by 
order of Balmaceda, the cavalry massa- 
cred sixty unarmpd youths of ^ood fam- 
ily for nolding a political meeting on the 
19th inst., and great indignation prevails 
among all classes.

ATTEMPTED TRAIN WRECKING. 

Perpetrators off the I>e«d Captured and 

I.orkad I'p. 

Mkmi'II!^. Autr. 2.').— A daring attempt 
Was made to wreck the northhouiid ac- 
ci)mniod:ition triiin from Water Valley 
to Grand . I unction on the Illinois Cen 
tral yesterday. As the train came in 
sight of a bridge, about seven miles 
north of Holly Springs, the engineer 
noticed that one rail seemed to be un- 
duly elevated. He quickly applied the 
air Brakes and reversed his engine. As 
the engine went on the bridge it was dis- 
covered that a piece of iron, known as a 
stirrup among bridge men, had been 
securely fastened to the rail and would 
have thrown the train from the track 
Had the train been going ten miles an 
hour faster there would have been an 
awful disjvster, but luckily only the 
front trucks of the engine left the' rails, 

When the train came to a stop the 
engineer noticed two negroes sneaking 
away through the bushes. A posse was 
s].ee^y organized, and after a chas-e of 
several hours caught the two negroes 
They gave their names as Will Frost 
and Will Mi'Dowell. and coufe.ssed to 
having done the deed. Frost said Mc- 
Dowell had a large ax. which he in- 
tended to use for breaking open the 
coaches in case of a wreck. The negroes 
were taken to Holly Springs and 
jailed. Both have the reputation of be- 
ing hard characters, maa it ittbontcht 
they intende<l to wreck the train fbr the 
purpose of robbing it. 

SHOT BY HER BROTHER. 



The Old Storr of a fiiiii Tliut Wiin 
Thought In lie Kiupty. 

LiM.K. O., Aug. 2.'5.— A sad accident is 
reported from Dunkirk, east of here and 
near Ada, on the Pittshorg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago railroad. Mr. and Mrs, 
John Decker were in Ada attending the 
funeral of G^rge Stokesberry, foully 
murdered in the streets of Ada laat Fri- 
day night. They left the children at 
home. George Decker, aged 17, was 
fooling with his father's shotgun and 
playfully pointed it at hH sister 
Rosa, aged 14. She stood about three 
feet from the end of the gun. B.og% 
screamed with terror, but George as- 
sured her it wooldal hurt her aad yolled 
the trigger. 

The heavy load of shot entered the 
right side, cutting off the third and 
fourth ribs and penetrating the right 
lung. The girl sank to the noor speech- 
less, but remained conacionn to the last 
— about three hours. Her parents ar- 
rived before her death. The scene npon 
their arrival was heartrending. They 
returned from the closing scene of one 
tragedy in the family to witnees another 
more terrible.

The theory that the disaster was direct- 
ly caused by faulty construction is being 
borne out by th* IselS WlMl MS SlOWly 
coming in. 

Insjiector Williams, veiio has been at 
the scene of the disaster almost from the 
first moment, says in regard to the prob- 
able cause of the accident: "There w.iS 
no explosion in that building, becjiuse 
there was nothing to explode. The ac- 
cident was the re- v.lt jf a we.il; --tr'S' tioe 
and the incessuut vibration of the heavy 
presses."

annual encampment of the .Sons of Vet- 
erans began in this city yesterday with 
about 5,000 members of the order in at- 
tsadaooe. This indndes, besides tbs 
600 msmbcfs ni the grand oommandsty 
which is the sancnuve body, a large 
nnmber of visiting camps who came to 
participate in the competitive drill. The 
offluial train bearing Oottiinander>in- 
cbief Webb and his staff arrived vestsr- 
day mominscover the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis road. 

The grand commandery was called to 
order shortly after 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. The aeasion was devoted entirely 
to routine business. 

Commander Webb furnished the fol- 
low statistics in advance from bis aaaoal 
address: During the year 98,488 saeni- 
bers have been taken in; 558 new oamps, 
with 10,820 members, were mustered In. 
The actual mentbership of the order to- 
day is quite 1.50,000. Tne order, founded 
in 1881, WHS first officially recognised m 
August, 1880. by the Q. A. B., and has 
since grown very rapidly. 

Mr. Webb outlined as the most ioip 
portent business to come before the 
commandery at this session certain pro- 
posed clianges in the ritaal and constitu- 
tion. The age limit for members will 
be raised from eighteen to twenty-OM. 
Then the military feature of the order 
will be divorced from the civic feature 
BO that it will bear about the same rela- 
tion to the work of the order as the mili- 
tary degvee of the Kniplits of PytUas 
doea to tlie subordinate b .^e. This step, 
it is believed, will greatly aid in popn- 
larizing the otvler.

that of l.SKl. This would be an astound- 
ing gain, vet it is but part of the enor- 
mous profit which the country must reap 
this year from its harvest ot food 
products, fe^ooially, financially and polit- 
cally, these figures will be found to have 
a tremendous significance." 

Another estimate places the value of 
this year's wheat crop in the United 
SUtes at $550,000,000 ; corn, at $2,500,- 
000,000; oats, at $300,000,000; cotton, at 
g46,000^, and wool at $150,000,000.

The present otitlook for corn is the best 
Icir many years, and it is safe to say that 
thecrojvin now assured. Tobacco ia not 
so i)romisin)r, althonsh in places the crop 
will be gooil. Other crops present excel- 
lent itmspects, from the present out- 
look.

A REVOLT NIPPED. 

Incipient Revolution in Nicara^UB (ihol 
to Piocp*. 

Oranada, Nicaragua, Aug. 35.— A 
desperate Ught occurred here yesterday, 
in which the chief of police and six men 
were killed and many others wounded. 
There had been more or lest friction in 
the country for some time, and it was 
feared that • ifVolHllnMjr moveoMnt 
WM on foot. 

Orders were issued to arrest General 
Zftrala. Anselmo Rivas and Enriqne 
Gozman, who are suspected of bMng 
concerned in the movement. This order 
WM executed yesterday. Before they 
eonld be taken to prison, however, their 
partisans got together and made a des- 
perate effort to rescue them. A yohey 
wia ftred into the guards, which wound- 
ed aevwal of them and killed ^ of their 
aasailante outright, and finally pnt them 
to flight.

they had been fastened, ha* been cleared 
up. Wilber Wamick, a playmate of the 
Hamilton children,admitted to hia mother 
that Kirke Eurliche and a boy named 
Pemberton, together with himself, while 
playing " jail," locked the unfortunate 
childrai in the chest and, being called 
to supper shortly after, neglected to let 
them out. When told that Vamick had 
confessed the other bovs told the same 
■tory. The mothers of the boys are 
onued with grief, but it is hardly likely 
that anjrthing will be done in the matter, 
as none of the boys are older than eight 
year*.

Xkw Yokk. Aug. 24.— Brief disjiatches 
from St. .Tolins, N. F. . received, an- 
noviiu e that the steamship Kite return- 
ed to that pliice Sunday. She safely 
reached her destination at Whale sound 
and landed the Peary party, the house 
in which it will live next winter and the 
supplies for the expedition. lieutenant 
Peary had the misfortune to break his 
leg. The dispatch gives no particulars. 

The subsidiary expedition, headed by 
Helprin, of Philadelphia, has been suc- 
cessful in its work and ha* got as far as 
.St. John's on its way home. Eight 
months at least must elapse fnnn Sept. 1 
before the conditions will be such as to 
enable him to start on his long trip on 
the inland eea. Tiiis will give the lien- 
tenant ample time to reoover frooi the 
injury to his leg. 

SIXTY F EET IN T HE AIR. 

A Mother and Two of Mer Childroa Moot 
an liiiitant Death. 

LouisviLu:, Aug. 25. — There was a 
deplorable accident yesterday afternoon 
on the Bichmond, Nicholasville, Ironic 
and Beattyville road, near Niotudarrflle. 
The regular train had itut gone out 
when a special engine Searing Judge 
Richards, pulled out. Wheeling around 
a curve at high speed, the engine daahad 
on a bridge Muty feet high, and in the 
middle <x it Mrs. Mary Richardson and 
her thiea children, eight, *ix and four 
yaam ware walking. 

The mother huddled her Uttle ones 
about her andllka a MoMfkoed the death 
that wa* coming. She and two of the 
girls ware strttokand killed, and the 
third ohild waa aaved oolybecao** the 
moUier had crooohed her down at the 
outer edge of the taridgo, where tbt en- 
gine just miaaedher. 

KANSAS' WHEAT CROft 

Tho Railroad* I'liitblr to Handle the Taat 
AnioiintN Rvady for Shipment. 

Kansas C'ity, Aug. 25. -The receipts 
of wheat at this point within the past 
few weeks have been very large. The 
receipts Monday are reported at 6(37 
cars, which is Am gieataat number of 
cars of wheat ever received in one day. 
The largest number received in one day 
heretofore was 610 cars, in 1882. 

The Chicago and Alton railroad has 
refused to take anv more grain as both 
of its elevators are filled. The Missouri 
Pacific road has 6.'50 cars in its yards 
waiting tu be unloadt<il, the Santa Fe 
500. the Union Pacific 700 and the other 
roads enough to make a total of over 
2,300 cars of unloaded grain. 

KrelKht Train Wrecked. 

Ci MUKKi.AM). Md., Aug. 25. — There 
wa« a heriouB freight train accident on 
the Baltimore and Ohio near Martins- 
burg yesterday. Eight cars are reported 
to have been derailwl and the tracks t<jrn 
up for some distance. Traffic was de- 
layed tor six hours. A wrecking train 
was sent from Martinsburg and the 
wreckage cleared away as soon as possi- 
ble. .St:veral cars were smashed. It is 
said tliat a tramp who wiui stealing a 
ride on the train wan killed. The acci- 
dent was caused by the parting of the 
train in the centre two miles west of 
Martlwburg.

W. Va., but they are 
variously estimated at from i30,0<)0 to 
150,000.
